Fire Burns 


Home For 


$8,000 Loss 


A fire which 
started 
in 
the 
kitchen of the J. Ray Keaton 
home at 1011 E street, San Ra­ 
fael, yesterday burned 
through 
the ceiling, through the hallway 
and to the upstairs, 
causing an 
estimated $8,000 to $10,000 dam­ 
age, Fire Chief C. M, Johansen 
said. 
Johansen said the kitchen was 
gutted by the blaze that burned 
through the kitchen Ceiling at 
1:15 p.m. yesterday. 
Seven firemen with three trucks 
answered the alarm to battle the 
blaze as it spread to the other 
parts of the house. Firemen had 
the blaze under control at 1:40 
p.m., Johansen said, and most of 
the damage outside the kitchen 
was smoke which filled the house. 
Articles damaged by smoke and 
scorching from the flames and 
heat included most of the furni­ 
ture upstairs, rugs, personal cloth­ 
ing and the walls. 
Johansen said the blaze 
was 
reported by an unidentified wo­ 
man who ran to Fourth and E 
streets and pulled the alarm box 
there. Cause of the fire was not 
learned by firemen

Houston, Tex., pedia­ 
trician, lots of things may bring 
junior’s temperature to a boil—not 
just some pesky bug. 
Taylor addressed some 500 Okla­ 
homa doctors yesterday at the 
State Medical Assn. convention. 
"Some child 
may be having 
trouble getting along with his 
teacher or playmates,” Dr. Taylor 
explained. “This emotional upset 
may cause his temperature to rise. 
The psychiatrists refer to this as 
school fever.” 
EVEN CHEWING 
Even chewing can make junior's 
temperature rise above the 98 6 
mark. He said a perfectly normal 


child may have a temperature of 
100 or 101 degrees "just from ex-1 
ercfcse itself.’* 
This 
includes 
b u b b l e 
gum 
chewing. 


The thing to do, Dr. Taylor ad­ 
vised, is not to rear a child by 
relying on the thermometer to tell 
when danger is at hand. 
"Too often they feel the tem­ 
perature should be stuck at that j 
little red arrow. It is normal to j 
vary. A child may go for weeks 
or months with an afternoon ele­ 
vation of Cemperature. Sure it is 
up. But that's the way you keep 
warm—by exercise. Let the child 
rest 30 to 45 minutes and then 
take his temperature.”

make their way in the community. 
In a lobotomy, or leucotomy. 
nerve fibers in the frontal lobe of 
the brain are severed. 
The hospital said the majority 
of the 200 persons who underwent 
the operation were considered to 
have been treatment failures with 
*11 practical measure« of approach. I 
Many o? them were given a fre­ 
quent outbursts of disturbance, or ; 
were completely withdrawn to even 
the most basic functions of living. 
Most of them had been in the 
hospital more than five years and J 
their hope of returning to the com- | 
munity was poor. Tnelr hope of 
being functional hospital citizens 
was equally poor. 
After the operation and the pa­ 
tient's participation in a specific­ 


a l l y designed rehabilitation pro-J 
gram, some were capable of leaving j 
the hospital and of making at least 
a partially functioning existence 
In the community.

The hospital said accurate sta­ 
tistics are not yet available but 
staff members are now making a 
detailed report of the superficial 
survey.

KINDRED SPIRITS 
Highway Route To Stinson 
Is In Need Of Improvement 


O ne of the Bay Area * most beautiful 


beaches, Stinson, right here in Marin C oun­ 


ty, attracu hundreds of visitors a day in the 
«ummer. E\rn in the winter it is a rare day 


when it is not used for sun bathing, ocean 


bathing, hiking, and picnicking. 


It is just one example of natural beauty 
ipots that draw not nnlv Marinites, but resi­ 


dents from the i\hole Rav Area to seek rec­ 


reation along Highway 1, the shoreline high­ 


way. 


T h e same highwav, not all of it under 


state maintenance, continue* north to in­ 
clude some of the most beautiful sceneiv, 


potentiallv useful a< tourist attractions, on 


the California coastline. 
Since it is not all under the state s\stem, 


and because funds allocated for repairs in 


m a n v portions are low, the highwav re­ 


ceives onlv ? fraction of the auto traffic 


whi<h flows from the Golden Gate bridge 
north. 
Much 
of 
this 
northlxmnd 
traffic 
flows along Highway 101, the Redwood High­ 
wav. 


Now it is apparent that at least one organ­ 


ization would like to see Highwav 1 de­ 


veloped and improsed so more northbound 
traffic will be diverted along the adjacent 
beaches and recreation areas. 


I he Shoreline Planning Assn., meeting re* 


cently in Stinson Beach, has proposed that 


methods be studied for getting rr.ore monev 
and more state participation in the develop­ 
ment of Highwav 1. 


In the proposal, the association told its 
view’s on what particular portion* of the 
high was should he de\ eloped first. 


Among those, and to our minds one of the 


most important, was the proposal that a 


study be made for im prosing the highway 


route from where it kplits off H ighway 101 
at the Richardson Bay bridge over the m oun­ 


tain to Stinson Beach. 


At the present tim e there are probably 
more cars traveling this route than any other 
short distance along H ighw av 1. And there 


is good reason for it. As already pointed out, 


Stinson Beach attracts thousands—in autom o­ 


biles which need a better route; and m ight 


be available to more if the road could easily 


and quicklv handle more traffic. 


Stinson is important because it is one of 


the few large “natural” beaches in the Bay 


Area. It is not cluttered with commercial 


plavgrounds, and it is not plagued with un- 
seasonal fog and bad weather—and it is situ­ 
ated near a population mass. 


Unfortunately, even though it is closer to 


the population mass than areas farther to 


the north, it’s distance in air miles from the 
cities bears no relation to its distance in road 
mileage. 


It is this distance in road mileage, in re­ 


spect to improvement for safe, quick travel, 
that needs attention. 


1 he Shoreline Planning Assn., because it 
is composed of representatives from counties 
all along the northern coast, understandably 


is concerned with the improvement of the 
whole of Highwav 1. 


But, the association might well consider 
putting the Richardson bridge to Stinson 


route at the top of its agenda. Improvement 


of this route might prove eventually to be 
the opening wedge to a better shoreline 
route all along the coast, one that will share 


in the increasing traffic which now use* 
other highwavs for coastal travel.

GLASS companies with these 
customers report better earnings 
than a year ago. 
And even the glass companies 
whose customers just now are 
sitting on their ordering hands— 
the appliance people, 
the 
car 
makers who aren’t making many 
car*, and the furnishings and in­ 
dustrial 
concerns 
who 
aren’t 
buying quite as many containers 
—say they can see a gleam in the 
eye of the future: more homes, 
more tumblers, more vases, more 
bottles for more people, young 
snd old.

THE WHITE HOUSE and th® 
Republican National Committe® 
have decided not to use th® ser­ 
vice* of Sen. Joseph R. McCar­ 
thy, R., W is, at any point for 
any purpose during the coming 
Congressional campaign. 
Senator 
McCarthy's 
service® 
will not be solicited by th® Re­ 
publican National Committee. 
Senator 
McCarthy’* 
service® 
will not be accepted by the Re­ 
publican National Committee. 
This decision has been taken 
at the initiative of President Ei­ 
senhower and also reflects the 
practical Judgment t of the Re­ 
publican 
political 
professionals 
who arc out to win the critical 
1954 Congressional election. 
The administration’s political 
high command is already fash­ 
ioning an energetic, carefully co­ 
ordinated. nationwide drive to 
help every Republican cand/date 
in every state in which the en­ 
tirety of the House of Represen­ 
tatives and 34 Senate seats are 
at stake. 
The 
choice 
of 
the 
spokesmen to present the Repub­ 
lican case is not going to be left 
to accident. It is being worked 
out well in advance. The speakers 
will make up a total administra­ 
tion team and will comprise the 
following : 


PRESIDENT Eisenhower who

September and October and who 
will devote himself to expound­ 
ing the record of the administra­ 
tion and the value of a Congress 
which will support his program.

THIS IS THE heart of the rea­ 
son why the White House and 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee have decided not to us® 
the services of Senator McCar­ 
thy in their campaign arrange­ 
ments. They are driven to th® 
conclusion that

McCarthy 
does not stand for what the Na­ 
tional 
Republican 
administra­ 
tion stands for and that he ii 
not, therefore, a useful or an ap­ 
propriate missionary. There are, 
of course, a number of Republi­ 
can professionals 
who 
believe 
that Senator McCarthy would 
lose more votes than he migb: 
gain for the party this fall, but 
this factor 
on

opinion 
would Inevitably differ is not 
controlling.

It 
is not selecting Senator McCar­ 
thy.

The Department of Mental Hy­ 
giene referred authorities both to 
Napa and to Sonoma State Hos­ 
pitals, and eventually, Dr. Reim­ 
ringer w’as paroled to Sonoma, 
where, according to Dr. Walter 
Rapaport, director of the depart­ 
ment, he is “doing a very excel­ 
lent job as a member of the pro­ 
fessional staff of the hospital.”

eephelitis and the resulting dam­ 
age to hia brain tissues may have 
made the inmate a victim of de­ 
mentia. 
He asserted the special tests 
would disclose the “brain damage” 
existing in Chessman. Rice recent­ 
ly claimed that Chessman should 
not have been permitted to defend 
himself in court action because of 
the injury to his brain. 
Associates of the attorney be­ 
lieved Rice will use the results j 
of the test to show Chessman was 
not mentally capable of defending 
himself against charges of kid­ 
naping with bodily harm which 
brought the death sentence to 
him. 
The court order also permits Dr. 
Samuel Anderson, 834 Fifth av­ 
enue, San Rafael, give the inmate 
another psychiatric examination. 


DENIES PETITION 
Judge Keating also overruled a 
petition for a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus which alleged that the execu­ 
tion was to be carried out within 
the walls of the prison. But, the 
petition continued, the gas cham­ 
ber is beyond the walls of San 
Quentin. For that reason, the 
execution is illegal, Terry said. 
Judge 
Keating 
disagreed 
with 
him. 
Dr. William Graves, a senior 
physician at San Quentin for the 
past two years, resigned from the 
prison yesterday because of an ill­ 
ness in his family at Los Angeles 
and then sent a telegram to Gov­ 
ernor Knight. It read: 
“It is my firm opinion the man 
Is mentally ill, although perhaps 
a literary genius. I am further 
convinced he is not the Red-Light 
Bandit. 
I have observed many 
hundreds of men serving time in 
prison for crimes far more horrible 
and unprintable than those al­ 
leged to have been committed by 
Chessman. I sincerely believe that 
to permit him to die would be a 
dangerous extension of the death 
penalty.” 
Dr. Graves insisted today that 
his resignation is due to "personal 
responsibilities” and not to his 
plea to Governor Knight. 


OWN CONVICTION 
He said he had no intention ot 
bringing pressure upon the gov­ 
ernor but, “. . . I do feel that I 
would lose something of my own 
self respect were I to let this man 
die without expressing my own 
conviction. 
“It should be made abundantly 
clear that I did #iot and could 
not speak for the Department of 
Corrections. My plea was made 
only after the acceptance of my 
resignation by Warden Teets. I 
speak as a private citizen.” 
Warden Harley Teets said he 
was not sure whether the attor­ 
ney general’s office would advise 
him to oppose the court order for 
the additional tests. He will act 
on the advice given him, Teets 
said while explaining he was due 
♦o have the meeting at the Court­ 
house today. 
Meanwhile, a group of crime 
authors in New York joined in 
the plea of clemency for Chess­ 
man “to preserve a fund of irre­ 
placeable knowledge which is of 
great 
value 
to 
psychiatrists, 
criminologists, 
penologists 
a n d 
writers.” 


SCIENTISTS VIEW 
And 
Dr. 
Negley 
K. 
Teeters, 
Temple University professor and 
penal authority, wrote Governor 
Knight about the condemned in­ 
mate: 
* He is no ordinary criminal: he 
has a brilliant mind. I am urging 
this on the grounds that society 
knows so little about the criminal 
psychopath that he should be used 
for scientific purposes to find out 
how and why a man becomes such 
a menace to society.” 
He later referred to Chessman 
as a “physical coward devoid of 
social responsibility.” 
Governor Knight indicated to­ 
day, however, th at Teeters’ plea 
has not changed his mind about 
sparing Chessman’s life.

TIME PRESSURE 
He also explained the request 
seas made because “we want to be 
assured that when maps come up 
we can get prompt action by hav­ 
ing the land all under one zone.

There are just a few lots involved 
that would be under 7.500 square 
feet with widths of 70 feet or 
so” (not 50 foot widths as notices 
on the matter indicated) and you 
may find there win have to be 
adjustment in any one subdivision 
on five to six per cent of the lots. 
However, commissioner Dr. Wil­ 
liam Upton contended that subdi­ 
vision maps of Greenbrae in the 
past were considered under more 
restrictive zoning, and that adjust­ 
ments were always made. 
UNANIMOUS VOTE 
With this in mind Dr. Upton 
moved the petition be denied and 
his motion carried unanimously. 
Before the denial Schultz said 
“we will do almost anything to 
avoid delay. Maybe this planning 
commission will not go# along. One 
way or another we are going to 
subdivide.” 
(Several years ago the company’s 
request for rezoning for multiple 
use was denied, and the area was 
subsequently annexed by the city 
of Larkspur. The area now con­ 
tains the Bon Air Apartments.) 
RAPS DECISION 
Fusselman, an ex-officio member 
of the commission without vote, 
was a visitor at the meeting. His 
criticism of the staff came about 
after Mrs. Mary Summers, plan, 
ning director had said the Schultz 
map for Subdivision No. 7 had been 
turned down by the staff. 
Fusselman asked what right the 
staff had to reject the map. “I 
thoroughly object to bureaus pass­ 
ing on things where” the planning 
commission and the Board of Su­ 
pervisors should. They should be 
presented to the board by the com­ 
mission with recommendations. 
Dr. Upton declared that was “ap­ 
proximately what happened.”

The m an 
fired one shot a t close range but 
missed. 
Text of the extortion letter sent 
to

families, 
containing 
m any references to “you Jews,” 
was released by J. K. Mumford, 
agent in charge of the Dallas FBI 
office. 
DEATH THREAT 
“You Jews to pay $200,000,” the 
letter began. “How m any you Jews 
be dead before you pay. Acid- 
dynam ite-fire-guns will make you 
pay.” 
The letter continued in similar 
chopped-word fashion.

only th a t his name was Jam es 
Hollis Jones, his age 49, th a t he 
was

Classified advertisem ents insert­ 
ed in the Dallas Morning News, 
along with a series of letters, notes 
and telephone calls, were p art of 
the negotiations.

The conference, now in its third 
week, was not expected to break 
up immediately.

THIRD PLAN 
The French-sponsored govern­ 
m ent of Viet Nam, largest of the 
three Indochina states, was re­ 
ported working on a third peace 
plan th a t may differ sharply from 
th a t of either the French or the 
Communists. 
In addition to other provisions, 
the Viet Nam delegation has in­ 
dicated it would ask for complete 
independence of the three Indo­ 
chinese states of Indochina-V iet 
Nam, Laos and Cambodia—now 
classified by France as associated 
states within the French Union. 
The French say the states are 
already independent or are ap­ 
proaching th a t status. M any Viet­ 
namese say the French still hold 
the power in key fields. 
A Vietnamese spokesman said 
yesterday France’s truce proposal 
in effect would lead to partition 
of Indochina. Viet Nam views this 
as a form of surrender. 


FRENCH PLAN 
The French plan called for (1) 
a h a lt in the fighting, (2) w ith­ 
draw al of all opposing forces in 
Viet Nam to zones the conference 
agreed on, (3) liberation of war 
prisoners and civilian internees, 
(4) evacuation of Vietminh forces 
from Cambodia and Laos, and (5) 
international supervision of the 
armistice. 
The French are under strong 
political pressure to make peace 
In Indochina. O ther W estern dele­ 


gates are not a t all sure Paris’ 
representatives will be 
able to 
stand firm against the Communist 
proposals. 


The Red 
arm istice plan was 
subm itted to the nine-party Indo­ 
chinese parley yesterday by the 
Vietm inh deputy premier, Pham 
Van Dong. Its m ajor points: (1) 
w ithdraw al of all foreign troops 
from Indochina, <2) countrywide 
elections, 
conducted 
along

G erm any 
and 
Korea and rejected by the West, 
and (3) recognition of Communist 
“governments” the rebels claim 
have been established for Laos 
and Cambodia, as well as recogni­ 
tion of the Vietminh. 
T here was m uch interest here 
in the Indochina debate scheduled 
to come up before the French N a­ 
tional Assembly today. 


PUZZLING MOVE 
In view of the French internal 
political situation, some delegates 
here were puzzled by the Com­ 
m unist agreem ent yesterday to co­ 
operate in quick return to the 
French of their wounded from 
Dien Bien Phu. 
A Vietminh spokesman said Ho 
Chi M inh’s regime was ready to 
let the French send planes to the 
fallen fortress to evacuate the 
seriously wounded, which he esti­ 
m ated at 1,300.
